Paris, May 29—President 
Roose- 


velt is certain to be re-elected as next 
President in the opinion of Thomas 
W. Lawson the Boston financier who 
is now touring Europe. Nothing can 
head Roosevelt off, he thinks, as he is 
the choice of the 
people. 
Lawson 


thinks a few rich men are now en- 
gaged in a gigantic struggle with the 
80,000,000 common 
people of 
the 


United States and he predicts victory 
for 
the 
people. 
Of Roosevelt 
he 


said: 


"He is so strong that it is abso- 


lutely certain he will be next presi- 
dent of the United States even were 
the Republican 
convention 
to be 


packd for some other candidate and 
everything cut and dried in advance 
for Mr. Taft, Mr. Fairbanks or Mr. 
Foraker. 


"Someone would get up and talk 


about Roosevelt and he would stam- 
pede the convention. 


"Suppose this didn't happen, would 


the Democrats let such a chance get 
past them? 
- "I should say not. Mr. Bryan or 
some other wise leader would explain 
the situation and the 
Democrats 


would make him their candidate and 
when Mr. Roosevelt had this nomin- 
ation and the convention adjourns, 
what is he going to do about it? He 
cannot lay aside an office into which 
the whole people have placed him. 


"Why, 
if 
by some 
conceivable 


chance, Roosevelt should not get the 
nomination from either party, I my- 
self could and^ would organize and 
finance a party that would not only 
nominate him, hut give him a greater 
majority than he received in 1904." 


-Mr. Lawson likened the situation 


in the United States to two husky 
giants fighting and said the battle is 
likely to continue. 
The reason the 


market is not so prosperous, is be- 
cause the people generally have with- 
drawn their money and are watching 
the conflict. 


"There is every evidence," he con- 


tinued, "that by and by our 
cham- 


pions will tire of slugging. 
One of 


them will say, 'You've blackened both 
eyes, my teeth are gone, and you have 
split my nose. I still think I am 
right, but I guess I'll drop out.' And 
the minute that happens all the pent 
up savings of the United States, the 
idle millions of the English, Dutch

Hong Kong, China, May 29—Two

Not since the Boxer uprising 
has China faced such a serious revolt.

gersfontein in December, 1899, and he 
was iecalled from Kimberley after his 
unsuccessful operations before War- 
renton in March. 1900.

WEATHER BUREAU 


PROMISES RELIEF 


Washington, May 29—The weather 


bureau finally promises relief from 
the present 
almost unprecedented 


season of cold weather. In a forecast 
issued today, the bureau says it will 
be warmer tonight in the middle and 
southern Atlantic states, and the up- 
per Ohio valley.

United States, and in some

snows have fallen later in the month 
than ever before.

Cause of Cold Waves. 


Washington, May 29. — Remarkable 


unseasonable weather, with a 
cold 


wave extending throughout the coun- 
try east of the Rocky mountains, the 
thermometers in some sections regis- 
tering the lowest temperatures 
for 


the season in many years, is reported 
by the weather bureau. Frost warn- 
ings were issued for the middle Atlan- 
tic states and the eastern lower lake 
region, and freezing temperature for 
western Wyoming. The cold wave is 
particularly severe in the southwest, 
and is due, according to the weather 
experts, to the heavy rams in that 
part of tbe country Forecaster Frank- 
enfleld said: "The reason for the cold 
weather -we have had during the past 
two or three months is that the high 
areas of pressure have moved east- 
ward from the northern portion of the 
country 
almost 
continuously, 
and 


these have caused cold north winds."

that has broken out in Kwangtung- 
province in soiuhern China is different 
In origin from the Boxer outbreak in 
1900. State department officials 
say 


they are satisfied the uprising is not 
directed 
against 
foreigners.

possible of course that as an incident 
to the rebellion some foreigners may 
suffer through being caught in the 
storm center, but so far as it is known 
here they are not the objects of attack. 
It is said that lire present uprising 
is purely anti-dynastic, being a" revolt

natives of southern 
China 


against the exist ing Manchu reign at 
Peking. The movement is by no 
means confinfa ui Kwangtung, but is 
generally felt in southern China, being 
fomented by societ societies.

Stamford Conn., May 29.— In a letter 


to President Roosevelt, Docter Wil- 
liam G. Long, the author, says: 


"In a recent magazine article youde- 


liberately attack me as well as my 
book. You have used the enormous 
influence of your official position to 
discredit me as a man, to injure my 
reputation and Incidentally to make a 
poor man even poorer by destroying, 
if possible, the sale and influence of 
his work. 
In every preface, I have 


stated and I now repeat the statement, 
that every incident I have recorded 
from my own observation is true as 
far as an honest, educated man can 
see and understand the truth. . In 
your recent attack this is what you 
chiefly den}-. You place your charges 
chiefly on the matter of a big white 
wolf killing a young caribou by a bite 
in the chest, described by me in 
'Northern Trails.' 
You declare the 


thing to be a mathematical impossi- 
bility, and declare, 'by no possibility 
could a wolf perform the feat.1 " 


Dr. Long declares he knows from 


his own observation and from the tes- 
timony of Indians, that wolves 
do 


sometimes kill in this way. Continu- 
ing, Dr. Long said: 
"You cannot at 


this stage, Mr. Roosevelt, take refuge 
behind the presidential 
office 
and 


maintain silence. You have forfeited 
your right to that silence by breaking 
it by coining out in public to attack 
a private citizen. If your talk of a 
square deal is not all a sham, if your 
frequent 
moral 
preaching 
is 
not 


hypocrisy, I call upon you as president, 
as a man, to come out and admit the 
error and injustice in your charge in 
the same open and public 
way 
in 


which you made it."
